Then, his soul divides up in his body and it is dragged out like 
a skewer is pulled out of wet wool. Then, the angel takes hold of it. When he has 
grasped it, the other angels do not leave it in his hand even for the twinkling of an 
eye.

Then, they (the angels) take it (the soul of the disbeliever) up and whenever they 
take it past a company of angels, they ask, 'Who is this foul soul?' and the angels 
with the soul reply, 'So-and-so the son of so-and-so/ using the worst names by which 
people used to call him in this world. They bring him to the lowest heaven and ask for 
the gate to be opened for him. It does not get opened... 

(The Messenger of Allah S recited,) 'The gates of heaven will not be opened to them 
nor will they enter the Garden until the camel passes through the eye of the needle/ 3 

Then, Allah The Mighty and Majestic, will say, 'Register his book in Sijjin (Derived from 
the word Sijn, meaning prison - here it means straitened circumstances in which the 
disbeliever will be) in the lowest earth/' Then his soul is flung down. (The Prophet S 
then recited,) 'Whoever associates anything with Allah, it is as though he has fallen 
from heaven and the birds snatch him away or the wind sweeps him headlong into a 
place faraway" 4 [Mishkaat al-Masabih]

"... Then his (the disbeliever's) soul is returned to his body and two angels come and 
say to him, 'Who is your Lord?' He replies, 'Alas, alas! I do not know!' Then a voice calls 
from on high, 'My slave has lied! So spread out carpets from the Fire for him and open 
a gate of the Fire for him!' Then, a hot blast from it comes to him, his grave is made 
so narrow for him that his ribs are pressed together, and a man with a hideous face

Hie Pressing of the Grave 



"... In case the dead person is a hypocrite (or a Kafir), he tells Munkar and Nakir, 'I said 
what I heard others saying: 'I know nothing more than that/ The angels then say, 'We 
were sure that he would make such a reply/ Thereafter, the earth is asked to get him 
squeezed. The earth carries out the order and he suffers torment inside the grave ti 
he is raised from the grave on the Day of Resurrection/' [Tirmidhi] 

.The Window of Hellfire and the Final Resting Place 

"The unbelieving person, when made to sit, looks embarrassed in his grave. He is 
then asked, 'Which religion did you follow?' He replies, 'I don't know.' Thereafter, he 
is asked about the Messenger of Allah 0: 'Who is he?' He replies, 'I have to say what 
others have said.' Following this, he is shown the heaven and he looks at the Blessings 
and Favors of Almighty Allah. After that, he is told, 'You are deprived of all of these 
because of your disobedience to Allah. Thereafter, a window towards Hell is opened 
and when he sees terrifying flames eating each other, he is told, 'This is your abode, 
because you lived on doubt, died on doubt and Allah Willing, you will be raised from 
your grave on the same belief/ 7 [Ibn Majah, Mishkaat al-Masabih] 

Bara bin 'Azib 4& reports that the Messenger of Allah S said: "When the unbeliever 
replies, "Alas! I don't know", a proclaimer calls from the heaven,"He has told a lie; 
spread fire under him and make him wear garment of fire, and open a door of the 
Hell/ 7 His grave is narrowed so that his ribs are squeezed. Thereafter, a blind and deaf 
tormentor is appointed with an iron mace. It is so heavy that if a mountain is struck 
with it, it will turn into dust. The person becomes dust at one stroke and is again 
restored to the former state." [Ahmad, Dawood] 

The torment of the Kafir, the apostate and the hypocrite starts immediately after death. 
The ripping out of the soul, the desperate crying unheard by men, the humiliation 
of the angels' insults, the spread of fire under him, the regret of seeing his place in 
Paradise if he had become a Muslim, and finally the torment of the hammering of the 
titanic mace- all these are warning to the non-Muslims to listen to the message of the 
Quran, and take heed of its words. 

It is narrated from Abu Hurairah 4fe that the Prophet II said, "When you finish the last 
Tashahhud 5 , say, 'I seek shelter in Allah from four things: the torments of the grave, 
suffering during life and at the time of death, and the seductions of the anti-Christ." 
[Muslim]

When they 
are informed about anyone who had already left the mortal world but had not yet reached there, 
they become sad because they understand that he was sent towards Hell." [Ahmad, Nisai] 

Ibn Qayyim (RA) says: "The liberated souls of those who are in bliss visit each other and discuss 
what happened in the world they have left and the people of that world. Every soul keeps 
company with those of his friends who acted in a similar way to him. Many people have had 
dreams showing this... When the believer is dying, the angels come to him and speak to him and 
he speaks to them without the people present being aware of this. The soul yearns to meet its 
Lord and leaves the body with ease. Then, the angels bear it to the heavens and a sweet fragrance 
diffuses from it which is perceived by all the angels and the pure, liberated souls in the heavens. 
They ask each other about this sweet fragrance. His relatives and dearest friends who were with 
him in the world hasten to him. They advance before him to the next world, crowding around 
him and asking him for news of the world and those who are in it. Then the angels take the soul 
up from heaven to heaven and every angel in every heaven he passes through prays for blessings 
on him../' 1 



The Journey Upwards 



"... Then they bear it (the righteous soul) upwards and whenever they take it past a company of 
angels, they ask, "Who is this good soul?" And the angels with the soul reply, "So-and-so, the 
son of so-and-so," using the best names by which the people used to call him in this world.

Once, Ayesha said to the Messenger of Allah S, "0 Prophet of Allah S! From the day you have 
mentioned the (horrible) voice of Munkar and Nakir and the pressing of the grave, I happen to 
be quite restless." 

The Messenger of Allah S said: "0 Ayesha! The voice of Munkar and Nakir will be felt very sweet 
by the ears of the believers, and pressing of the believers by the graves is like the affectionate 
mother pressing the head of her child with the purpose of comforting and relieving of pain. But 

0 Ayesha! Those having doubt in Allah are doomed and they will be squeezed in the grave like the 
eggs are pressed under the stone." [Tabarani] 

The Window of Paradise and the Final Resting Place 

"When a dead body is placed in the grave he is made to sit without fear and the following questions 
are put to him: 'What was your religion (in the world)?' He replies, 'I had embraced Islam.' He is 
then asked, 'Who is he (according to your faith)?' He replies, 'He is Muhammad, The Messenger 
of Allah S. He came to us with open miracles and we affirmed them.' He is asked again, 'Have you 
seen Allah?' He replies, 'Nobody can see Allah (how could I then see?)' 

Thereafter, a window is opened towards the Hell and he looks at the Hell and finds that burning 
flames are eating each other. After that, he is told how Allah saved him from the torment of the 
fire. Then, a window is opened which brings the heaven to sight and he looks at the heaven. 

Thereupon, he is told that this heaven is his abode because he remained alive on faith and died 
on the same faith and Allah Willing, he will be raised from the grave on the Day of Resurrection 
on the same faith."

And may His Peace and Blessings be upon Prophet 
Muhammad S. In the previous article, we talked about some of the differences between the 
Dar-ul-lslam and the contemporary "nation state". In Part 2 here, we look at a brief history of the 
emergence of the country idol and some of the disastrous consequences of adopting this corrupt 

concept... And Allah is the Guide to the straight path... 




It is obvious that there is a vast difference 
I between the Islamic and the Western political 
method because both stem from entirely different 
premises. Islam enjoins collectivism based on 
faith in Allah (La ilaha ill Allah) while the West 
seeks collectivism based on land and the (false) 
sovereignty of other than Allah. 

Now, if the West had kept all this philosophy to 
their lands, and a clear demarcation had existed 
between Muslims and the Kuffar, then the entire 
picture of the proper division among mankind 
would have been clear, just as it was for the most 
part of 1300 years. Indeed, when the Crusaders 
called the Muslims to war in the previous crusades, 
the basis for the battle was religion (from both 



ends). The Crusaders came all out under the 
banner of the Christianity and the cross. 

However, after the fall of the Khilafah in 1924, the 
Kuffar brought all of their new-age false concepts, 
ideas and philosophies to the Muslim lands 
and implemented these upon them by force. 
Then, through media, education and economic 
sanctions, the Kuffar taught these philosophies 
to entire populations of Muslims rendering them 
as slaves in both body and mind. Generations of 
Muslims were born into this "new world order". 
Kuffar-created map lines became etched deeply 
into their hearts and minds and the concept of an 
Ummah based on faith was utterly destroyed. 




Shaykh Abdullah Azzam (RA) says: "Nationalism 
is also a concept which was designed by the 
Europeans and executed by the Crusaders in the 
region. I won't use my own words. HI use the 
words of the nationalists themselves and their 
planners and writers. Nationalism was meant 
to achieve two objectives. The first objective: 
Expelling Turkey 1 from the region. The second

with the religion of Arabism and emptying 
the region of its religion so that it would 
appear receptive to any ideology. So, it is a 

European concept, but those who executed it 
were the Crusader occidentalists in the region. 

It 
began with the Syrian association for the Sciences 
and Arts in 1847 (which was founded by Nasif) 
Al-Yaziji and Butrus Al-Bustani, both Christians; 
then it changed its name to the Syrian Scientific 
Association in 1868. The proof that they wanted 




"Everything which is outside the call of Islam and the Quran, with regards to 
lineage, land, nationality, schools of thoughts and ways, then it is from the 
calls of jaahiliyyah. Indeed, even when the Muhajireen (those Companions 
who migrated from Makkah to Madinah) and the Ansaar (those Companions 
who aided and supported those who migrated) argued, such that one of the 
Muhajireen said: "0 Muhaajirsl (implying; rally to my aid)."

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to get rid of Turkey is in their leaders' own words. 

Edward Atiyah 2 says: "Syrian Christians hated the 
Turkish sovereign and looked forward to liberation". 
And in the book Arab Society authored by a group of 
professors in the Faculty of Literature at the Lebanese 
University, we read, 

'The first movement with an Arab nationalist color 
to emerge in the Arab world in opposition to Turkish 
rule took Arabism as its foundation and objective. It 
was a secret society led by a group of young Christians 
in Beirut, and the objective was to divide the Arabs 
and the Turks. The man who inspired them to found 
a society was a man called Elias Hibali, from the town 
of Zoq Mikhail. He was a professor of the French 
language who taught in the American University to a 
class whose students included Ibrahim [son of Nasif ] 
Al-Yaziji, Ya'qub Saroof and Shahin Makaaryus. The 
professor was an admirer of the French Revolution." 
The Jewish French revolution! But, they didn't say 
that of course! 

As for nationalism being Western-designed, Phillip 
Hitti - their great teacher and historian whom the 
Ba'athists have long written about and used to teach 
a made-up history to our children - says: "One of 
the results of the meeting between the Syrian 
intellectualism and Western ideological output 
was the birth of the principles of comprehensive 
Arab nationalism, which took most of its 
inspiration from American political theories, in 
contrast to Turkish nationalism, which came after 
Arab nationalism and derived its inspiration 
from the principles of the French revolution." 
Hitti also says, "The principles of Arab nationalism 
emerged in the 7 th decade of the 1 9 th century, at the 
hands of Syrian intellectuals, most of whom were 
Lebanese Christians who had been educated at the 
American schools in their country. There is no doubt 
that nationalism is a Western commodity which the 
world - including the Arab Orient - imported from 
Europe." 

Lawrence, the British intelligence agent whom the 
Arabs call the "uncrowned king of the Arabs", says 
in his book, Seven Pillars of Wisdom: "I believed in 
the Arab movement, and was confident, before I 
ever came, that in it was the idea to tear Turkey into 
pieces." 

So, all these writings indicate that nationalism 
was a Wester n idea whose primary objective was

The split between the Muslims on the basis of 
color, creed, or tribe had been strictly prohibited 
by the Divine Texts.

"Let people stop boasting about their forefathers 
who haye died, who are merely fuel forthe Hellfire;

The Sykes-Picot agreement of 1916 was a 

secret agreement between the Governments of 
the UK and France (with the assent of imperial 
Russia), that defined their respective spheres 
of influence and control in West Asia after the 
expected downfall of the Khilafah during World 
War 1 . It is known that these filthy Kuffar merely 
sat in rooms and drew lines on maps to divide 
entire populations of Muslims into "countries". 
According to the Kafir Winston Churchill, the 
land of Jordan came about due to a mere single 
stroke of his pen in the Cairo Conference of 1 921 ! 
The stroke came out slightly curved because he 
emitted a hiccup (possibly) due to the whisky he 
had been drinking that Sunday afternoon. What a 
sad state of affairs! Borders of Muslim lands were 



decided by the drunken minds of snobby Kuffar. 

The Sykes-Picot agreement gave Britain control 
of areas roughly comprising today's Jordan, 
Southern Iraq, and a small area around Haifa to 
allow access to a Mediterranean port. France 
was allocated control of South Eastern Turkey, 
Northern Iraq around Mosul, Syria and Lebanon. 
Russia got Constantinople, the Turkish Straits 
and the Usmani Armenian states. The controlling 
powers were left free to decide on state 
boundaries within these areas. 

Then, the Balfour declaration of 1 91 7 provided 
British consent for the establishment of Israel as 
a "national home for the Jewish people". And this 



paved the way for the eventual establishment of the 
accursed Israel state in 1948. 

The "San Remo" agreement that was signed in 1 920 

divided the former Khilafah territories in the Middle 
East between Britain and France. The agreement gave 
Britain and France mandates over Eastern territories. 
The distribution was much the same as in the Sykes- 
Picot agreement. The only difference was that by now, 
the "state" of Turkey had been established. It took most 
of the lands that had been allocated to Russia and 
also the northern parts of the territory that had been 
intended for France. 

The Treaty of Lausanne was signed in 1923 in 

Switzerland that led to the international recognition 
of the new "Republic" of Turkey as a replacement of 
the now almost defunct Usmani Empire. From then 
on, the Khilafah structure utterly collapsed and the 
nation states imagined by the Kuffar became a reality 
on Muslim soil! Most of the Middle Eastern and North 
African countries were divided in this way. Algeria 
and Tunisia had already become colonies of France 
as early as 1830 and 1881 respectively. Morocco was 
jointly occupied by the French and Spanish in 1911* 
Libya remained under the Khilafah until 1 91 1 when the 
Italians launched their invasion of Libya to occupy it. 
Despite the heroic sacrifices of the Mujahideen under 
the leadership of Umar Mukhtar (RA), the Italians 
prevailed and occupied the country till the end of 
World War II. 4 

As for the Indian subcontinent (India, Pakistan, 
Bangladesh), the British had occupied it since the 
famous War of Independence in 1857, and had 
implemented on it their Kufr democratic, constitutional 
laws. Nevertheless, when the Muslims of India learned 
about the imminent abolishment of the Khilafah in 
1 91 9, they stormed to the streets and a whole"Khilafah 
Movement" was started in the whole of India which 
posed a grave threat to the plans of the Kuffar. However, 
Ataturk abolished the Khilafah in 1924 and the whole 
movement came to a standstill... 

As for the Arabian Peninsula, the treacherous Kafir 
T.E. Lawrence stated in an intelligence report that the 
Arab Revolt at the time, in reference to Britain and the 
West was: 7 ... beneficial to us, because it matches with

is therefore Jahiliyyah 6 ) and to promote a "credible" 
United Nations, spearheaded by the heads of the 
Kuffar, that can fulfill the despicable goals of the 
UN founders - And, Glory is to Allah who informed 
us of these age-old plans of theirs in the miracle of 
miracles, The Quran:

Then Alhamdulillah I left the lands of kufr 
to join the Mujahideen who are fighting for 
Allah's sake, to raise His Word the highest. 
Despite there being thousands of Jihadi 
brothers in the West, the amount of attacks 
in the West are relatively few and there aren't 
many of you here in the frontlines of Jihad. 
So I wondered what was keeping you from 
the path of success... 

You were guided by Allah to the true deen 
of Islam, and after that He guided you to the 
correct understanding that Jihad fi sabilillah 
is fard 'ayn (an individual obligation) and 
the only way that this deen will once again 
be established. Maybe you came to this 
conclusion through listening to lectures by 
Imam Anwar Al Awlaki (RA), by reading the 
books of Shaykh Abdullah Azzam (RA) or a 
close friend gave you da'wah to this manhaj. 

Whichever way Allah ft guided you to this 
path, you must know that the knowledge 
that Allah ft gave you requires acting upon. 
Knowledge is not a thing that is sought after 
in and of itself. Are you not afraid of having 
this knowledge whilst you don't act upon it? 
Allah ft says: 

"Oh you who believe! Why do you say that 
which you do not do? Most hateful it is with 
Allah that you say that which you do not 
do. Verily, Allah loves those who fight in His 
Cause in rows (ranks) as if they were a solid 
structure. [61:2-4]" 

So my dear brother, what is keeping you 
away from the camps of the courageous and 
the battles of the brave? Haven't you heard 
the Words of Allah ft: 

"Oh you who believe, what is the matter 
with you that when you are asked to march 
forward in the cause of Allah you cling heavily 
to the earth? Are you pleased with the life of 
this world rather than the hereafter? But little 
is the enjoyment of the life of this world as 
compared with the hereafter." (9:38) 

The biggest contribution you can make to 



the Jihad is to do an attack in the 
West. The damage that is caused 
to the kuffar isfargreaterwhen an 
attack is carried out against them 
on their own soil, in comparison 
to when their troops abroad are 
attacked. Amongst our aims 
are making them feel unsafe in 
their own lands, damaging their 
economies, sinking their morale 
and deterring their aggression 
against the Ummah of Islam. 

The Crusaders expect to incur 
losses of life in their wars with us 
in our lands. When one of their 
soldiers gets killed, it occupies a 
small time in the news bulletin 
and the populations in the West 
accept it as the losses of war. 
However when they are killed en 
masse in their own cities, they 
begin to realise that they can't 
commit mass murder abroad 
without consequences. 

Whenever an attack is carried out 
in a western city, it disrupts their 
economy greatly. Immediately 
after an attack, the city is locked 
down, causing great losses to all 
businesses. Compensation has 
to be paid to the families of the 



dead and to all of those who were 
injured. There will be an instant 
manhunt for the Mujahid, even 
if it's a martyrdom operation; 
they will be on the lookout for 
subsequent attacks. They will 
have to increase their security 
measures permanently, not 
only causing them an abundant 
financial cost, but significantly 
disrupting the lives of their 
citizens. 

Every attack that is carried out 
is remembered year after year 
with ceremonies and minutes of 
silence. Imagine if every crusader 
nation had to remember a past 
attack every month; it would 
surely get their citizens to 
pressurisetheirgovernments into 
changing their foreign policies 
vis-a-vis their aggressions against 
the Muslims. 

There are also practical issues for 
you to consider. You might not 
have a guide to take you to the 
frontlines of Jihad and it may take 
you a long time for you to find 
one. In that time you could have 
been planning and preparing 
yourself for an attack. 



Every Mujahid should work 
according to his own situation. 
The Pushtun tribesman can never 
dream of entering the heartland 
of the kuffar to do an operation; 
but he has handled weapons 
since childhood and can walk 
up and down the mountains all 
day long. Whereas you know the 
country you were brought up in 
thoroughly, you can work there 
without arousing suspicion. 
And if you go to the frontlines 
you cannot compete with the 
Ansar in their stamina and local 
knowledge. So work with the 
blessings Allah has given you 
and hit the kuffar where it hurts 
them most. 

Having said that, there are some 
brothers who may already be 
under constant surveillance by 
the intelligence services. For 
these brothers, doing an attack 
in the West is extremely difficult, 
but if you fall under this category 
it doesn't relinquish you from 
the duty of Hijrah to the lands of 
Jihad. It is always possible to slip 
out of the country and travel. 

So whether you can carry out 



an attack in the West, or you can 
only make Hijrah, you need to 
start preparing from today. 1

Do you think that you are more 
merciful to your children than the 
One Who created them in the first 
place? Who was looking after your 
child when he was in the womb of 
his mother for 9 months? And He 
is the One Who will look after him 



once you have departed from this 
world. So just like Allah looks after 
him in the above cases, he will 
look after him in your absence. 

Indeed, if you fulfil the commands 
that Allah hasobligated uponyou, 
He will look after your children. 
In the story of Al-Khidr 853 this is 
described: 

"So they [Musa m\ and al-Khidr 
set out, until when they came 
to the people of a town, they 
asked its people for food, but they 
refused to offer them hospitality. 
And they found therein a wall 
about to collapse, so he [al-Khidhr 
m\] restored it. [Musa m\] said, 'If 
you wished, you could have taken 
for it a payment.' 



[al-Khidr m said] 'And as for the 
wall, it belonged to two orphan 
boys in the city, and there was 
beneath itatreasureforthem,and 
their father had been righteous. 
So your Lord intended that they 
reach maturity and extract their 
treasure, as a mercy from your 
Lord.'" [18:77, 82] 

Ibn Kathir (RA) commented: 

"...their father had been 
righteous", indicates that a 
righteous person's offspring will 



be taken care of, and that the 
blessing of his worship will extend 
to them in this world and in the 
Hereafter. This will occur through 
his intercession for them, as well 
as their status being raised to the 
highest levels of Paradise, so that 
he may find joy in them. This was 
stated in the Qur'an and reported 
in the Sunnah. Sa'id bin Jubayr 
4£> narrated from Ibn 'Abbas <#>: 
'They were taken care of because 
their father was a righteous man, 
although it is not stated that they 
themselves were righteous.'" 

If your children are righteous 
you will be together in Jannah 
and if your children fall into 
error, maybe you will be granted 
shahadah and intercession for 
them. So your leaving them is in 
fact for their benefit. Allah ft says: 

"Oh mankind be afraid of your 
Lord and fear a day when no 
father can avail ought for his 
son nor a son avail ought for his 
father, verily the promise of Allah 
is true , let not then this present 
life deceive you, nor let the chief 
deceiver deceive you about Allah." 
[31:33] 

Also my brother, if you intend on 
making Hijrah, many of the lands 
of Jihad allow for you to bring 
your family along with yourself.

Will you 
sell your Hereafter for the pathetic 
belongings that you have in this 
world? Listen to what our Prophet 
S said: 

"The space of a whip of any one of 
you in Paradise is better than the 
present world and that which is in 
it, a morning march in the cause 
of Allah or an evening march is 
better than the present world 
and that which is in it and the veil 
of a woman from the people of 
Paradise is better than the present 
world and that which is in it." 
[Bukhari] 

SubhanAllah! The space of a whip 
in Jannah is better than the entire 
world and what is contains. And 
how much of this world do you 
own? Most of the brothers back 
in the West don't even own their 
own house, so what insignificant 
possessions are keeping you from 
the path to Jannah? 

Do you believe that having 
possessions is a sign of Allah's 
favour upon you? Rather it is a 
test from Allah and on the Day 
of Judgement you will be held 
accountable for every penny/ 
cent that you earned and how 
you spent it. Wouldn't you rather 
have little and be spared from 
that terrifying scrutiny? Al-Haakim 
reported from'Abdullaah ibn 'Amr 
4h that the Messenger of Allah S 
said, "Do you know who will be 
the first of my ummah to enter 
Paradise?" I said, "Allah and His 
Messenger know best". He said, 
"The poor of the Muhajireen. They 
will come to the gate of Paradise 
on the Day of Resurrection and 
ask for it to be opened. The 
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gatekeepers will say to them, 
"Have you been brought to 
account? "They will say, "What 
do we need to be brought to 
account for? We were carrying 
our swords and fighting for 
the sake of Allah until we died." 
Then the gates will be opened 
forthem and they will stay there 
for forty years before anyone 
else enters". 5 

And here is one last Hadith 
stating that the Mujahideen are 
given 100 levels in Jannah just 
for themselves: 

The Messenger of Allah S said, 
"There are a hundred levels 
in Paradise specially prepared 
by Allah for the Mujahideen in 
His cause. Between each level 
and the next is the difference 
between the heaven and earth. 
So when you ask Allah, ask Him 
to grant you al-Firdaws. It is in 
the middle of Paradise and the 
highest part of it. From it the 
rivers of Paradise spring, and 
above it is the throne of Allah."

Allah The Exalted said: "And no person can 
ever die except by Allah's Leave and at an 
appointed term.

Indiscriminate 

Killings 

The indiscriminate killings by the USA in drone strikes have become too much 
for even some of their own lawmakers to bear. Lawmakers gathered in Capitol 
Hill to listen to Nabila Rehman, a 9 year old victim of a drone strike. 'It was the 
day before Eid. We were collecting vegetables when my grandmother called me 
inside. I sawdronesandthenheardthenoise,dum,dum,dum."Nabilawasoutside 
her house when a drone strike hit her family's fields. The drone strike killed her 
grandmother, Mamana Bibi, the village's only midwife; it also injured her and 
seven other children. Her older brother, Zubair, 1 3, was taken to Islamabad for 
surgery to remove shrapnel from his leg. Nabila's little sister Asma, 7, has had 
problems hearing ever since."My grandmother and I loved blue skies but now I 
do not/' said Zubair/'Now I prefer grey skies because drones cannot fly when the 
sky is cloudy" 

This was the first time ever a victim of America's drone strikes has recounted 
their horrors inside of the USA. However this is certainly not the only account 
of innocents being killed in drone attacks by the USA in the tribal areas. In fact 
drone strikes are notorious for killing women and children, however due to 
the lack of media coverage the circumstances surrounding each strike usually 
remain unknown. After a strike, the media always repeats the usual lies about 
scores of '"foreign militants" being killed, even though the victims are often 
normal locals going about their daily lives. 

Due to their declining strength, the USA has resorted to drone strikes in Pakistan, 
Yemen and Somalia. They no longer have the money or the will power to fight 
the Mujahideen on the ground.

The 
following is an essay regarding the similarity of the modern day Pharaohs to the Pharaoh of Egypt who 
oppressed the Children of Israel thousands of years ago during the time of Musa 853. In this article, Mufti 
Abdullah Muhammadi (HA) quite skillfully dissects from the Quran, principles upon which the Egyptian 
Pharaoh had implemented his oppressive rule and compares them with what the rulers of today are doing.

The Pharaoh had named his self-legislated 
law as "Deen" (Law/Constitution) 

Maulana Waliullah Kabalgrami (RA) writes: 

"Pharaoh used to order the people to obey him. He 
openly called Musa 853 as Fasadi (corrupter). He called 
the laws he had legislated for his people as "Deen". 
When he understood that Musa 853 had brought 
another system instead of his, he announced without 
any shame: 

"Pharaoh said: "Leave me to kill Musa, and let him call 
his Lord (to stop me from killing him)! I fear that he 
may change your Deen (religion), or that he may cause 
mischief to appear in the land!" [40:26] 

So Pharaoh told his people that he feared that Musa 
353 would change their systems of life. He told them 
that he did not like anyone rebelling against his law 
or asking for a new law in his country. As Allah, The 
Exalted said: 

"They said: "Verily! These are two magicians. 1 Their 
object is to drive you out from your land with magic, 
and overcome your chiefs and nobles."

Pharaoh's claim of Uloohiyyah (lordship) did 
not mean that he claimed to be the creator, 
owner, sustainer (of the universe). Rather, 
it meant that he alone was the owner of 
absolute legislation and enforcement of law. It 
meant that he was the sovereign of his people 
and that he alone would legislate (absolutely) 
for the people. The systems and affairs of the 
country would be settled according to his will 
and command. 

He claimed to be the Ilah (god) and Rabb (lord) 
of the enslaved, corrupt people of Egypt. He 
claimed so on the following basis: 

"Thus he [Pharaoh] befooled and misled his 
people, and they obeyed him. Verily, they were 
ever a people who were Fasiqun (rebellious, 
disobedient to Allah)." [43:54] 

"Pharaoh said: "O chiefs! I know not that you 
have an ilah (a god) other than me. . ." [28:38] 

"Pharaoh said: "If you choose an ilah (god) 
other than me, I will certainly put you among 
the prisoners." [26:29] 

The meaning of Pharaoh's 
declaration of Uloohiyyah 
(Lordship) and Ruboobiyyah 
(Godhood) 

The most correct method of engaging in 
Tafsir (exegesis) is the explanation of Quran 



with Quran. The Quran clearly informs us 
that Pharaoh's arrogant claim to lordship 
and godhood was due to the reasons we 
mentioned earlier: 

Allah The Exalted said: 

"And Pharaoh proclaimed among his people, 
saying:"0 my people! Is not mine the dominion 
of Egypt, and these rivers flowing underneath 
me. See you not then? "Am I not better than 
this one [Musa], who is Mahin [has no honour 
nor any respect, and is weak and despicable] 
and can scarcely express himself clearly "Why 
then are not golden bracelets bestowed on 
him, or angels sent along with him?"Thus he 
[Pharaoh] befooled and misled his people, 
and they obeyed him. Verily, they were ever 
a people who were Fasiqun (rebellious, 
disobedient to Allah)." [43:51-54] 

These verses clearly state that the evidences 
that Pharaoh produced to declare his 
superiority were not concerning actual 
godhood or lordship. Rather, he said these 
things while comparing himself with Musa 
SSSI, because Musa SSSI had brought a complete 
constitution and a system from Allah that 
opposed Pharaoh's system (the system 
according to which the Pharaoh had claimed 
godhood and leadership for himself). 

Pharaoh claimed sovereignty on the basis of 
this system wherein he could tax the people as 
he wished, regulate to them land as he wished 
etc... 

May Allah destroy him! He became so arrogant 
upon the possession of one river that he 
thought that his command was utterly binding. 
All his directions and commands were obeyed. 
He could kill or spare anybody he wished. 
He had armies and militaries, buildings and 
fortresses while Musa had none of these: 

"And Pharaoh said:"0 Haman! Build me a tower 
that I may arrive at the ways." [40:36] 

"Pharaoh said: "O chiefs! I know not that you 
have an ilah (a god) other than me, so kindle 
for me (a fire), O Haman, to bake (bricks out of) 
clay, and set up for me a Sarhan (a lofty tower, 
or palace, etc.) in order that I may look at (or 
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look for) the llah (God) of Musa; and verily, I think and godhood imply? 
that he [Musa] is one of the liars." [28:38] 



As one poet said: 



"And (with) Pharaoh, who had pegs (who used to 
torture men by binding them to pegs)?" [89:10] 

For this reason, he said: 

"... O chiefs! I know not that you have an ilah (a 
god) other than me. . ." [28:38] 

"... "I am your lord, most high", [79:24] 

There is no doubt that pharaoh was a down-trodden 
and spoiled individual... He used to worship statues 
and cows, and a pearl that he used to have hung. 
After all this, what else can his claims of lordship 



Some of the people of knowledge say that 
Pharaoh was an atheist! 

Maybe this means that he became so arrogant in 
his sinfulness that he eventually did become an 
atheist - because nothing occurred contrary to 
his will during his life. Nor did he remain ill for any 
significant period of time - until the caller of truth - 
Musa - came to him with his weaponry: 

" . . (These are) among the nine signs (you will take) 
to Pharaoh and his people, they are a people who 
are the Fasiqun (rebellious, disobedient to Allah)." 
[27:12] 



He was a man 
From the army ofsatan 
Until he advanced so much 
That Iblees became his disciple! 

Yes, some matters did go against his will, like the 
upbringing and freedom of Musa 3S3: 

"Then the household of Pharaoh picked him up, 
that he might become for them an enemy and a 
(cause of) grief. Verily! Pharaoh, Haman and their 
hosts were sinners" [28:8] 



Similarly, there was the matter of Musa's 853 
freedom from him when Musa SKSl called him 
towards Tawheed Al-Hakimiyyah (Monotheism in 
Legislation), but Pharaoh was a ruthless individual. 
As Allah The Exalted said: 

"The chiefs of Fir'aun's (Pharaoh) people said: "Will 
you leave Musa and his people to spread mischief 
in the land, and to abandon you and your gods?" 
He said: "We will kill their sons, and let live their 
women, and we have indeed irresistible power 
over them." [7:1 27]

Some Words Regarding the Means and Ways by which Pharaoh Protected his Government 



Mufti Abdullah Muhammadi (HA) writes: 

The Pharaohs of every day and age use similar 
measures to protect and strengthen their 
Government. Let us take a brief look at them: 

The Quran explains in detail that Pharaoh utilized 
oppression, force, persecution, reassurance and 
greed to strengthen the hold of his Government. 
He enslaved one group of people, bought another 



(with bribes) and kept another in ignorance and 
misguidance (by lying and falsehood). These 
measures are undertaken by almost every tyrant: 



First Method of Subjugation: Killing, 
Imprisonment and Humiliation 



Allah The Exalted said: "Have they (the people of Pharaoh's oppression of his people is not hidden 
the past) transmitted this saying to these (Quraish to anyone. Tyrants of every age forcibly enforce 
pagans)? Nay, they are themselves a people their laws and systems upon the people in order to 
transgressing beyond bounds (in disbelief)!" enslave them. If some of the people of truth reject 
[51:53] servitude to him, then their last measure is always 

the same: Oppression... But they seldom realize 



that victory belongs to the people of truth: 

Allah says: "And indeed We saved the Children of 
Israel from the humiliating torment, From Pharaoh; 
Verily! He was arrogant and was of the Musrifun 
(those who transgress beyond bound in spending 
and other things and commit great sins)." [44:30- 
31] 

"And (remember) when We separated the sea for 
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you and saved you and drowned Fir'aun's (Pharaoh) him, as Allah says: 
people while you were looking (at them, when the 
sea-water covered them)." [2:50] 



Second Method of Subjugation: 
Keeping the masses ignorant and 
misguided 

Ignorance is the antithesis of knowledge. Pharaoh 
ordered the people to obey him in his arrogance. 
This is because an arrogant and insolent person 
wants that other people should also become like 



'They wish that you reject Faith, as they have 
rejected (Faith), and thus that you all become equal 
(like one another)../' [4:89] 

The Arab people consider ignorance as misguidance 
and vice versa. [Tabari: 1 9/67] 

Ignorance is lack of knowledge. It also refers to 
holding a belief about something that is contrary to 
its reality. One of the signs of the Day of Judgment is 
the decline of knowledge and the rise of ignorance 
as the Hadith of Prophet S states in Bukhari: 



"Indeed, from the signs of the Hour is that knowledge 
will be raised, ignorance will appear (and become 
widespread), fornication will spread, alcohol will be 
imbibed, men will depart, and women will remain, 
to the extent that for 50 women, there will be a 
single guardian." [Bukhari, Muslim] 

Sayyid Qutb Shaheed (RA) writes that the Pharaohs 
of every age block the ways which would make 
people recognize the truth. This occurs until people 
forget the actual knowledge and then cease to 
return to it or struggle for it. The Pharaohs and 
their followers of every age misguide people as 



they please. This is so that they can enslave them 
easily. It is easy to rule over a people who lack true 
knowledge. (As can be witnessed today) 4 

"Thus he [Pharaoh] befooled and misled his people, 
and they obeyed him. Verily, they were ever a 
people who were Fasiqun (rebellious, disobedient 
to Allah)." [43:54] 

The exegetes write that he had kept his people 
ignorant and that they obeyed him due to their

ignorance and foolishness. 5 The Tawagheet and 
the evil scholars of today are doing exactly this. 

The Ail-Time Pharaonic Methods 

The Pharaoh used the following measures to 
deprive the people of their rights: 

1 ) Crushing the message of truth by force 

Pharaoh prevented the people from freedom of 
belief and did his utmost to crush the message 
of truth via imprisonment and killing so that the 
light of truth would not reach the masses. Various 
evidences from the Quran testify to this: 
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5. [Qurtubi, Fath-ul-Qadeer, Rooh-ul-Mu'aani, Baidha- 
wi] 



"And We inspired Musa and his brother (saying): 
'Take dwellings for your people in Egypt, and make 
your dwellings as places for your worship, and 
perform As-Salat (Iqamat-as-Salat), and give glad 
tidings to the believers:' [1 0:87] 

Allama Nasfi Hanafi (RA) saysthatwhentheChildren 
of Israel experienced danger due to following the 
truth, they were ordered by Allah to pray secretly in 
their houses so that the Kuffar would not put them 
to trial because of their religion, just as the Prophet 
ft and his Companions A> did (pray secretly) in the 
beginning in Makkah. [Tafseer Nasfi 2/139] 

Are not the Pharaohs of today doing exactly the 
same thing? 



2) Defaming the callers of truth 

Pharaoh defamed the caller of truth Musa so that 
the people would not get close to him. He labelled 
Musa as a magician and told the people that he 
(Musa wanted the kingdom for himself. 

. . . And as the Kuffar of Makkah said to the Prophet 
S: "And those who disbelieve say: "Listen not to 
this Qur'an, and make noise in the midst of its 
(recitation) that you may overcome." [41 :26] 

And the Pharaohs and Abu Jahls of today are 
doing the same thing with the Mujahideen today 
so that the people do not understand their call 
of establishing the Rule of Allah in the world and 
cutting the roots of this secular, democratic system. 
This is because the hypocrites and the apostates 



know that if the masses come to know about 
the message of the Mujahideen, then truth and 
falsehood would be laid bare. There is little need to 
go into detail. 

3) Spreading false beliefs & keeping the 
masses busy with useless work 

As Allah The Exalted says: "And so the sorcerers 
came to Pharaoh. They said: "Indeed there will be a 
(good) reward for us if we are the victors." He said: 
"Yes, and moreover you will (in that case) be of the 
nearest (to me)." [7:1 13-1 14] 

Just as Pharaoh utilized the sorcerers to keep 
supreme his authority (and they complied with 
him in order to gain worldly benefits), tyrants of 
every day and age keep such people and armies 
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with themselves. They give them the lure of 
money and authority and use them against 
the people of truth. 

And the evil court scholars also mix the 
truth with false evidences (for them). They 
oppose the truth while twisting the obvious 
evidences so that the way for the tyrants 
remains clear. They earn money in the 
name of the religion and become frontline 
allies of the tyrants in the war against the 
Mujahidin. Not only do they remain silent 
upon the crimes of the apostate leaders, 
they even grant them evidences to support 
their crimes so that the Tawaghit can 
continue to oppress the people. They turn 
the masses against the people of truth - a 
role that even the Jews and Christians could 
not fulfill. These scholars are given titles, 
freedoms and facilities due to their services 
to the Governments. 

4) Keeping the people busy with 
sports, festivals and entertainment 

This is done so that the masses do not think 
about their purpose(s) of life and so that 
they eventually lose hope of all freedom 
because of the comforts. As Allah The 
Exalted says: "[Musa] said: "Your appointed 
meeting is the day of the festival -, and let 
the people assemble when the sun has 
risen (forenoon).")." [20:59] 

5) Lying and Falsehood 

Pharaoh fully utilized lies to crush the 
message of truth. Lying is the greatest 
weapon of the tyrants of every day and 
age. When they are defeated by the people 
of truth in the battlefields, they start false 
propagandas to mislead the people. As 
Allah The Exalted says: "And verily, among 
them is a party who distort the Book with

wide Olympic games, World Cups etc. They or- 
ganize concerts, fashion shows, "culture" minis- 
tries and keep the masses busy in these fruitless, 
sinful activities, so that they do not rebel against 
their Governments.

Is not mine 
the dominion of Egypt and these rivers 
flowing underneath me. See you not then?" 
[43:51] 

"Pharaoh said:"0 chiefs! I know not that you 
have an ilah (a god) other than me, so kindle 
for me (a fire), O Haman f to bake (bricks out 
of) clay, and set up for me a Sarhan (a lofty 
tower, or palace, etc.) in order that I may 
look at (or look for) the Ilah (God) of Musa;

7) Military Power 



country or system depends upon its military. 
It is on the basis of the military power that 
the tryants exhibit their insolence.

These indeed are but a small band; And 
verily, they have done what has enraged us; 
"But we are host all assembled, amply fore- 
warned " [26:54-561 

" Then Pharaoh pursued them with his hosts, 
but the sea-water completely overwhelmed 
them and covered them up" [20:78] 

"And he and his hosts were arrogant in the 
land, without right, and they thought that 
they would never return to Us." [28:39] 

"And (with) Pharaoh, who had pegs (who 
used to torture men by binding them to 
pegs)?" [89:10] 

No tyrant can exhibit insolence and 
arrogance alone without having a solid 
army behind him. Therefore, it is necessary 
to defeat the Ansar-ut-Taghut (Helpers 
of the tyrant e.g. his military, police etc.) 
before defeating the tyrant himself. These 
Ansar-ut-Taghut are equally culpable in the 
sins and crimes of the tyrant. As Allah The 
Exalted says: "Verily Pharaoh, Haman and 
their hosts were sinners." [28:8] 

8. Considering the people as slaves 

Allah The Exalted says: "They said: 'Shall we 
believe in two men like ourselves, and their 
people are obedient to us with humility 
(and we use them to serve us as we like).' 
[23:47] 

"And this is the past favour with which you 
(Pharaoh) reproach me (Musa $0), that you 
have enslaved the Children of Israel. " [26:22] 

9. Political assassinations and 
oppressive taxing 

Allah The Exalted says: 



killing your sons and sparing your women, 
and therein was a mighty trial from your 
Lord"[2:49] 

Ibn Jareer (RA) and other exegetes have 
contended that this killing was due to 
a dream or due to a prediction of the 
soothsayers. However, this is not backed 
by sound Ahadith. May be this was one of 
the reasons behind the killing but the real 
reason has been mentioned the Glorious 
Quran that it was to destroy the power of 
the Children of Israel, to weaken them and 
to humiliate them.

Hishaam ibn 'Aamir^fe related that the Messenger 
of Allah S said, "Between the creation of Adam 
and the arrival of the Hour, there is no Fitnah 1 
greater than the Dajjal." [Ahmad] 

Abdullah ibn Umar 4& said, "The Messenger 
of Allah S stood before the people. Next, he 
praised Allah ft with praises that He ft is worthy 
of (in terms of His Greatness and Exaltedness). 
He S then mentioned the Dajjal saying, "Indeed, 
I am warning you about him, and every single 
Prophet warned his people about him. Nuh S8H 
warned his people about him. But I will say to 
you something about him that no Prophet 



said to his people: know that he is one-eyed and 
that, verily, Allah is not one-eyed."[Muslim] 

"The real name of Dajjal is not known, because 
the Ahadith do not mention it. He is famous by 
his title. For us, he is famous as the "Dajjal" and 
this title has become his symbol and mark. 

... Dajjal means to cover, to wrap. He is called 
"Dajjal" because he has covered the truth with 
falsehood, or because he has hidden his disbelief 
from the people because of his lies, exaggerations 
and mixing of truth with falsehood. Another view 
is that he is called "Dajjal" because he will "cover" 
the earth with his armies. What is intended by 
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this is to recognize that he is the greater Dajjal who 
possesses his enormous trials with which he will 
adorn his Kufr and enchant the people, thereby 
putting doubts in the hearts of the people of Allah. 

In the Arabic language, "Dajjal" is also referred to as 
the deceiver, the fraudster and the adorner. "Dajl" 2 
is used to refer to coating gold over a fake thing. He 
is named as "Dajjal" because lies and deception are 
the prominent characteristics of his personality. His 
apparent will be different from his inner. All of his 
claims, plans, activities and programs would revolve 
around one center: deceit and fraud. All his actions 
would be under the shade of deceit and falsehood. 
None of his actions or statements would be free 
from this satanic habit. 

Another meaning of "Dajl" is the bandage that is 
taped on top of damaged skin to hide its ugliness. 
Keep this definition in mind and look at the adorned 
vocabulary which the western media (which will 
(probably) serve as the mouthpiece of Dajjal from 
his first international press conference till the end 
of his limited period of authority) invents and with 
which it hides its bloodthirstiness, cruelty and its 
murderous charades, for example human rights, 
socialism, democracy, economic well-being, social 
equality, family planning, arts, constitution, law 
etc... All these words are mere slogans. Behind them 
is mere mirage. 

Why is Dajjal Akbar 3 referred to as the messiah? 
There are various sayings regarding this. The clearest 
of them is that it is because of the absence of one

eye and one brow. Ibn Faris says: "The messiah is 
the one of whose face one side is absent - neither 
having an eye nor a brow. That is why Dajjal has 
been called messiah/' 4 

Who is Dajjal? 

"... Dajjal in reality is the name of a human being who 
will have some additional abilities and animalistic 
characteristics. Allah The Exalted would have given 
him these additional abilities - imperceptible to 
other humans (by which they will get deceived) - 
to put mankind to trial. Allah would have made his 
false godhood clear through Quranic verses and 
Ahadith - that he is pure evil and that believers 
should not corrupt their belief through seeing his 
various phenomena. But the ones with weak faith, 
who are separated from the people of knowledge 
and are inspired by the materialistic, desire-based 
Western civilization will be enchanted by Dajjal's 
deception/' 5 

The Prophet S said: 

"Since the time Allah created and spread the 
children of Adam (throughout the earth), there has 
never been a Fitnah that was as great as (will be) 
the Fitnah of the Dajjal. Allah has not sent a Prophet 
except that he warned (his people) about the Dajjal. 
I am the last of the Prophets, and you are the last 
of the nations — hence he will come out among 
you for sure. If he comes out while I am still in your 
midst, then I am the defender of every Muslim. If 
he comes out after me, then every person is his 
own defender. And Allah is my Khalifah over every 
Muslim (i.e. their Guardian and Protector). He will

indeed come out from the borderlands — between 
Sham and Iraq. He will quickly spread his corruption 
to the right and to the left. 0 slaves of Allah! 0 
people! Remain firm! I will describe a quality (of his) 
that no Prophet before me described him with. He 
will begin by saying, 'I am a prophet/ but there is 
no Prophet after me. Second, he will say, 'I am your 
Lord/ but you will not see your Lord until you die. 
He is one-eyed, and indeed, your Lord d§ is not one- 
eyed. Written between his eyes is Kafir (disbeliever), 
which every believer will read, regardless of whether 
he is literate or illiterate..." [Ibn Maajah] 

Dajjal's Appearance 

"Narrated Anas The Prophet S said, "No prophet 
was sent but that he warned his followers against 
the one-eyed liar (Ad-Dajjal). Beware! He is blind in 
one eye, and your Lord is not so, and there will be 
written between his (Ad-Dajjal's) eyes (the word) 
Kafir (i.e., disbeliever)/' [Bukhari] 

Abd ullah <4fc narrated: "Dajjal was mentioned in the 
presence of the Prophet S. The Prophet S said, 
"Allah is not hidden from you; He is not one-eyed/' 
and pointed with his hand towards his eye, adding, 
"While Al-Masih Ad-Dajjal is blind in the right eye 
and his eye looks like a protruding grape." [Bukhari] 

Hudhaifa 4& related that the Messenger of Allah S 
said, "... And the Dajjal has an eye that is obliterated; 
over it is coarse skin (that covers the eye). Written 
between his eyes is Kafir which every believer will 
read regardless of whether he is literate or illiterate/' 
[Muslim] 

In Fath-ul-Bari 6 it is said about Dajjal's hair that (due

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to the excess of tangled-up hair) it will seem like the 
branches of a tree. In another narration of Muslim, 
it is mentioned that one eye of Dajjal will be sunk 
in (like something which is pressed with the hand) 
while the other would be like a big bulge (i.e. the 
eye will be protruding out). Between his eyes would 
be written "Kafir" which every believer will be able 
to read, regardless of his/her being literate. 7 . 

In a narration of Musnad Ahmad, it is mentioned 
that he would have two angels with him in the form 
of Prophets. The Prophet S said (to the effect) that, 
"... With him (Dajjal) are two angels who resemble 
two Prophets; had I wished to give their names (i.e. 
of the two Prophets) and the name of their fathers, 
I would have done so. One of them is on his right, 
and the other is on his left, and that is Fitnah (trial). 
The Dajjal will say: 'Am I not your Lord? Do I not 
give life and cause death?' One of the two angels 
will say: 'You have lied.' But none of the people will 
hear him; only his companion (the other angel) 
hears him, and he will respond: 'You have spoken 
the truth.' The people will hear him and think that 
he is approving of and confirming the Dajjal — and 
that is Fitnah (trial)." [Ahmad] 

So, to summarize: 

1. "Dajjal" will be a specific person because the 
Ahadith clearly state this fact. Therefore, it is 
incorrect to presume that Dajjal is a country or 
a system... 

2. Both his eyes will have flaws in them. There are 
many narrations reported about his eyes. Some 
state him to be blind from the right eye and 
others from the left. For this purpose, Mufti Rafi 
Usmani (HA) says in his book, "Signs of the Day of

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Judgment and the descent of the Messiah'': "The 
summary is that both his eyes would have flaws in 
them. The left eye would be darkened while the 
right eye would be protruding out like a grape... 

3. ... "Kafir" would be written on his forehead. This 
is a real implication (that it will actually be written 
on his forehead) and it is incorrect to assume that 
"Kafir" would refer to the name of a company or 
the symbol of a country... 

4. Every believer would be able to read "Kafir" on the 
forehead of Dajjal. But then the question is that 
if everyone would be able to read it, why would 
they succumb to his trial? One answer to this is 
the Hadith in which it says that a lot of people, 
despite recognizing him (as Dajjal), will side with 
him due to (fear of losing) their families, homes 
and other monetary benefits. Another answer 
can be that there is a difference between being 
able to read something and physically acting upon 
it. How many Muslims there are today who read 
the Commands of Quran but their actions speak 
otherwise! They know (for example) that the 
interest-based economic system is an open war 
against Allah yet they are practically involved in 
it. 



0 said: 'The Dajjal would be followed by seventy 
thousand Jews of Isfahan wearing Persian shawls." 
[Muslim] 

'Ayesha 4& said, "The Messenger of Allah S entered 
upon me as I was crying." He said, "And what makes 
you cry." "0 Messenger of Allah ft! I remembered the 
Dajjal, and I cried." The Messenger of Allah ft said, 
"If the Dajjal comes out while I am alive, then I will 
be enough for you (against) him. And if he comes out 
after me, then indeed, your Lord is not one-eyed. The 
Dajjal will issue forth from the Jews of Isfahan 9 until 
he arrives at Al-Madinah..." 10 

Abu Bakr A> narrated, "The Messenger of Allah ft 
related to us that, 'The Dajjal will come out in the 
land of the East; it is called Khurasan 11 . A group of 
people, who have faces like shields, will follow him." 
[Ahmad] 

So, there will be a group of people with Dajjal whose 
faces will be like shields. Will there faces actually be 
like shields or will they have worn something which 
would make their faces resemble shields? Only Allah 
knows best. 
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From where will Dajjal 
emerge?

Secondly, in the last Hadith (narrated by Abu Bakr 
Khurasan has been mentioned to be the place 
from where Dajjal would emerge. In the previous 



narration, Isfahan was mentioned as his place of 
emergence. There is no contradiction in this because 
Isfahan is a province of Iran and Iran used to be part 
of Khurasan." 12 

There is also a Hadith which mentions Dajjal's 
emergence to be from Iraq and Syria. From a long 
Hadith narrated by An-Nawaas Ibn Sam'aan Al- 
Kilaabee in Muslim, it is mentioned by the Prophet 
ft: "... He will emerge on a borderland between Sham 
and Iraq. He will spread corruption quickly on the 
right, and he will spread corruption quickly on the 
left..." 

Then, the scholars differed on the interpretation of 
this Hadith. Maulana Shah Rafiuddin (RA) writes: 

"He (The Dajjal) will emerge from Iraq and Sham 13 
and will claim to be a Prophet. From there, he will 
go to Isfahan. In Isfahan, he will be with 70,000 Jews. 
From here, he will make his claim to godhood and will 
spread corruption everywhere..." 14 

However, other scholars stated Isfahan to be his place 
of emergence from where he will go to Iraq and Sham. 
Maulana Asim Umar (HA) writes: "... What can be said 
is that he will emerge from Isfahan, but his fame and

I was in the row of 
women that came after the backs of the people.

He S then said, 'Do you know why I gathered you?' 
They said, 'Allah and His Messenger S know best/ He 
S, said, 'Indeed, by Allah, I have not gathered you 
for Ar-Raghbah (i.e., encouraging you to do good) 
or for Ar-Rahbah (i.e., warning you about evil and 
its consequences); instead, (I gathered you) because 
Tameem ad-Da ri 4fe> was a Christian man, but then 
he came, pledged allegiance, and accepted Islam; 
and he related to me a Hadeeth that is in harmony 
with what I related to you in regard to Al-Maseeh Ad- 
Dajjaal.
